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DETAILED ACTION 

Drohfings 

1. The replacement drawings were received on 19 November 2004. These drawings are 
objected to because they lack reference numbers. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
appUcation. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures; Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as 
providing an inclined baffle; invention II has separate utihty such as providing fan blades spaced 
from the hub to form a clearance region; and invention III has separate utility such as providing a 
sUp-fit baffle arrangement. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for any one of Groups I, II and III is not required for any other one of Groups I, n and III, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
